But first* before we take stork, 
let look back into history and see 
how our Stale nefmrtnient, llu' (vfil- 
<ual ageney tlirouf^h which tlic 
railed Slates tiovenimcnt eon- 
dnets its relations vvilli the otiier 
l^ijvernmentK of tlie world, was 
ereated, in the early days of our 
Ijirth as a nation. 

Tfie Slate nepartineut was the 
first executive department founded 
inkier the ( Vinsiitution In I7SH.

Thomas -lelTersoii was the first 
Secretary «f State. T!ie statute of 
that day, also 1789, reipiiretl the 
Seereiary to ]>erform and exceiite 
such diilie.s ns simll from time to 
t ime . , , be ini rusted to him Iiy 
the l^resideni ’ ’ relative to emm- 
ninnientiny: wilfi our mirijKtci‘.s and 
consuls abroad and with repre- 
sentatives of foreiini f'overumcnls, 
and '*such other matters respect- 
ing foreign an'airSj as the Fresi* 
dent . , , shall assign to the said 
department/* 

When Thomas detTerson submit- 
ted his first Imdget estimate in I)e^ 
cemher 1790, it called foi* n chief 
clerk, three lesser clerks and a 
part-time tratisinlor.

'rile l uiteil Nations has made 
notable en\)rts lo maintain ]>eacc 
tlmnmbmit the worlil since it was 
launched in San Franeiseo in Iblo. 
Headers will rememlK»r medial ion 
by tlie Fuited Nations efTedively 
i-estorcd peace in Ibilestim* am! in 
the NetherlnmlH Indies. It was 
partly tlirmmh Fuited Nations ef- 
(arts that (he new indepernleid 
states of Tsmel and Indonesia eann* 
into bein*^, Tlie Fnited Nations 
also lielfied to reduee or resol v«‘ 
tensions in Iran, tlie Balkans, and 
Kashmir, 

On tlie initiative of ilic I'liiterl 
States, the Security t Nuincil aeted 
quickly to meet I fie attack ou fin* 
Ibqyiiblie of Korea in the summer 
of l!)bO.

In one 
year, for exaiufde. the I *c[»a rtinent 
took ]»art in intertuttional ctm* 
fercnecs am! assisted with 144 
more in which Aimnicaiis partici- 
jKitcd tin officially. Tfmse iiicctin*^s 
fleal with an atiimst imlltnited 
ranne of sulgeds with interna- 
tional imjirn^iilions — from postal 
ri*j,Milations. IiiIkh* (snnlitkm.s and 
eld hi ean\ to !c]irosy. transporta- 
tion and ediicnlkni. 

The State Uepartment is chanre«l 
with the responsihility of miiilin*! 
rniied Stales relations with Ger- 
many, and Icadin;' ilml country to 
a return to seh-m>vermncnt liased 
on democracy, ami free of air^res- 
sive motivation.

Taking Slock Union wise 

We spoke of taking sloek with regard to llie inter- 
national t»if‘f it 1=^ often wise to pause atid take 
stnek mUioiiwi.se, and in oiii' ease union wise. Ami this 
last is what \ve want to try to do in this editorial. 

Tn June, Wi‘ attempt e<l to (aill our people to task 
Oil the bitter, eontroversial matter of Overt hue, and 
bring them a warning. This month we have other oli- 
-servations ami warnings. Sonietum^s they are hard 
to make, but your Internal ional Offieers wonbl not be 
luniest, we W'tmld not be doling oiir duty, we woiiM not 
in* earning 1lu‘ salary whieh you pay ns, if we disl not 
ea|] the plays as we see Ihmn. 

Organized lalior is losing ground iii many seetoi's. 
Why? AntiJahor fegislution? rressure of Taft -Hart- 
ley provisions.' Yes. in some ease.s. But in some other 
eases, organized labor is its own worst enemy. By 
di'inatidirig too mueh of employers, by demanding 
fringe benejits and overt i me wliieh east so nmeh the 
emplo\er raiiuol afford to pay and still make a profit, 
by limiting produet ion, mi ion men and women are 
losing grouml and throwing jobs and eontraets to 
oomuhton members who are less desendng, but also 
less deinamilug. 

We do not say this situation is wiilespread, lirolti* 
ers ami Sisters. Fiir tlie most part our members work 
fnird every ilay and have a real eonsideratioii, not 
just for their own wages and eomlificms, but for the 
firosperily of the firm ami the eiuidoyer for whom 
they work. 

But the sitimtioii we spoke of iloes e.xist, and it 
exists in the eleftrieal indust r,v. Ami we warn you 
now to wateh it and to stop iL 

We oftmi ipiote Kmnuel (tompers. He was a wise 
man wlio spent his life making statements U) help 
members of organizeil lalmr and barking them up with 
a]>firopriiite a^dion, Bui here’s siimetbiug he said tlint 
isn’t oftiui quoted: 

“The woi-st tiling that ean happen to labor, is for 
the employer not to make a profit/’ 

Hemmnlter Brothers and Sistem, that it's still tlio 
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rijrht, tlie just, Mie hmioralili* lliiuir to ‘‘jrive a good 
clay’s work for a good day’s pay/^ and when any 
member of orgnnked labor forgets that, be is stealing, 
whether his eonseienee (tdls him so or not, 

Kvery one of us wants more money and more ad- 
vantages for mirselves and for mir eliiUlren, We 
wouldn’t be human if we didn’t. Ami nmbitioii is 
healthy for us all, Imt iridieations point to the fact 
I hilt lahcir's next lonjcn* gatiis must eome from in- 
e rea sed prod net t v i t y . 

We of organ i iced labor earnestly ilesire tabor-mu n- 
agement eocjperatioir We want free eolleetive har- 
gaiiiiiiff WelL we must never forget for an instant 
oni' pari, the labor |>art of hd>or-tmmagemfril eoopera- 
tiori. We must hav‘e I lie employiT s interests at heart, 
if we expert him to liavT mir interests at heart. 

And we must iM'gauize the unorganized. Every 
ninii, every wonnin whom we fake into our union is a 
tairtnei' to stand with us should we eome tipoti diffi- 
enlt times. Every elerdrieal wfU'ker fnitside our ranks 
is a potent iid threat to oiir joh slunild a recession 
set in. 

Think almnt these things, H rot hers and Sisters, 
Ite reasonable. Be Imiu^st. Work and produee and 
organize. Proteef yfinr jobs and your riglits and your 
Hidaries and ycmr families, by aeting today and pre- 
serving tomorrow.

He ;idoptcd some of tile pHiieiples 
of II oval Tennis, adapted them to 
ontclour play without walls and 
called his game Sphttrisfile, a 
i I reek word wfiicli was mi order 
"to jday. This name was hard 
to pronounce and remember, and 
so while the Etiglisb peofde ac- 
eepletl the game with pleasure, 
th(*y lejeeted its fancy name and 
culled it ‘Hemiis-on-thedawn/' or

These smMiil seeurity lienetlhs will 
eontimie tt» he faiiil if ihe widow’ 
does nol remarry or lake employ- 
ment in work coveivd by soeial 
security, until tlie ehitdren reaeli 
age 18. At tliat time, the widow's 
!»eiiefit erases, to he n^iimefl when 
she reaches a^e l>5. By the time 
lliese etiildren reach IS, Uieir pay- 
ments will have totaled over 
$20,000, and tlie widow, depending 
upon lier life span, may expect to 
receive an ei|iml topil in t)ayments. 

We have examined a fmrtieitlar 
ease. Lei us now see liow to deter- 
mine social seenrify bi'oefits to 
caeh of ns personalty. First of all, 
are yon insured? 

A worker is eurreutl}/ insured if 
ho has !ia*l at least six quartei-s of 
eoveraire in the 13 quarters iui’ 
mediately preceding his death or 


relimnimt. (A puartcr of coverage 
is a tlivee-uimilli [leriod beginning 
daiiuary L April 1, duly 1, or Oc- 
toiler 1 in whitdi a worker reivived 
$50 or more iti wages or in wliieh 
he was ereilited with $100 or more 
in srdf*em|doyiinmi itieome eoveml 
!iy llie law A A worker with 40 
quarters of eoverage is fufijf in* 
siired for life. However, a pefson 
will he fully iusure<l when he dies 
or reneiies retirement age of 05 if, 
at any time in IVis life, he has had 
at lea si one rjuartei’ of eoverage for 
every hvu calendar quarters after 
MiuO or agi^ 21, if that is Inter, 
ami 11 to f>n1 nol ineduding the 
(piartcr in which he reached age 
05 or died.

However, if you do not have 
enough f|uartei*w at age 65 to he 
fully insured, you may eiirii the

65. When a worker is 65 or over 
an<l has reiin^h he and eertain 
tneniherK of his family mn Ijceoim* 
eligihle for inontidy instiianee pay- 
ments if he is /a//#/ insured. 

In the evciit of his deatli at any 
iiue, eertiiiii members of Ids family 
may reeeive iusnranee payments if 
he was either fulhf or vurrattltf 
insurefl at the lime of death. 1'li(>se 
eligible inelitde widows, ehildreu 
under IK visirs of age, deiKuulent 
diviireed wife if earine for ehild, 
ilef»emlent widower 65 or over, or 
ilepeiident fiarent 65 or over. A 
lump-sum paynieTit to the widow 
or widowTr or to tlie j^erson paying 
burial expenses in the ainonnt fd* 
three limes llie nmiilhly auumnt 
may be made even timugh monthly 
Iieneflts are also \mul immediately.

Yoiir social seeurUy card with 
your accouni minif»er and name is 
used Ui keep a r cc(>rd of youi' earn- 
ings, and fot' this reason you 
shoubl use the siime aecoiinl ninii- 
ber all your life. If your card is 
lost, afiply immediately for a dtn)li- 
cate. If your name Is efmnged, ap- 
ply for a new card with your new 
name bii! showing your same ac- 
count number. 

Kvery employer must, under Hie 
law. give r(Tcipts at tlic end of 
each year as well as when you 
leave liis employ, for Ihe social 
eiiril}’ taxes he has deducted from 
your flay. A lu rther check on your 
iTcord may be had as often as once 
a year' by writing the Social Se- 
en r-ity Administratioig Ball imoi e, 
Ji ary land. 

When i.s it. im]>ortant to apply 
for social seeurityi! 

Wheii a worker reaches 05 lie 
shouhl get in touch with bis social 
security office proMpdly. Bven if 
he is still working he may he eligi- 
ble for ])ayments. At age 75, a 
workto' should immediately apply 
wlictlnu' working or not. At tlie 
di'ath of the wiirking member of 
the family whosi* work was in eov- 
ered employnieiit, tlic survivors 
.slioiibl apply proni(dly eoncerning 
beueflTs. (As many as six months 
of back payments can be nnnic 
wiien an application is filed bHe. 
hut not more tfinn this. Tlic liim|» 
Slim may be paid only if an ni>pli- 
eation is fibsl w^iHiin two years 
after the dealh of Hie insured per- 
son.)

He tohl me tliat the 
contractors, with the help of the Unit- 
ed States, were gradually getting the 
things that ai'e needed to modernize 
their industry but it will take time. 
He told me that it will take them 
three or four years before this partic- 
ular building of six stories will be 
complete. 

While still in that country I no- 
ticed the new high tension towers and 
substations being built. I saw where 
communities wei^e getting electricity 
for the first time, ft was good to see 
this because being rather young I did 
not see it in our country, so it was 
like seeing the past in the present. 
When T returned home and reported 
for work I really appreciated the

Reviews Background of 
Apprentice Program 

L. ir, la, SYRACUSE^ N- Y.— The 


LB.E.W. has long been committed to 
the policy of apprenticeship for the 
replacement of journeymen and the 
eniargernem of its membership. The 
vviaxhim of its leaders has been appar- 
ent in its belief that a well trained 
worker is the best assurance that 
working conditions for its members 
will advance toward higher goats of 
attainment. To accomplish that aim 
it recognizes that practical experi- 
ence on the job must be accompanied 
by the study of theory in order that 
the learner or apprentice may acquire 
the *‘why^’ as well as the “how” of 
bis tratle. Prior to the enactment 
of the Smith-Hughes Federal Law in 
P>20 that provided for the establish- 
ment of vocational education in our 
public schools, St was difficult for the 
average worker to adequately pre- 
pare himself for his trade other than 
through his own individual effort. 

The enactment of the Smith- 
llughe,s Law required the recruitment 
of men capable of instructing others 
in their field of work and local boards 
of eilucation turned to journeymen 
of proven ability as likely candidates 
for the new field of vocational educa- 
tion. The journeymen selected were 
required to attend evening teacher 
training classe.«? or summer extension 
courses in the state normal schools 
where they learned to teach others. 
It was through these men — ^jour- 
neymen primarily and teachers by in- 
duction— that the LB.E.W. through 
its local unions, grasped the oppor- 
tunity to supplement the practical 
w^ork of the apprentice on the Job 
with related training in theory.

pair shop? Finally, in September, 
Pl27, the Syracuse .Apprentice Train- 
ing School was openeit with W. J, 
Ntglil as its principiil, and a stulT of 
part time instructoi'B and Mr. Al 
Clark as full time instructor of re- 
lated subjects for all the trades. The 
Appirenticeship Committee for the 
elecLrical trade at tliat time consisted 
of Brothers Ed, Klee, Tom Keating 
and Charlie Brown, The contractors 
wem j^presented by Alex F, Jones, 
William Venner and Frank Hughes. 

Through gocM! times and bad, the 
Ajiprentice Training School continu- 
ed to function satisfactorily. Mean- 
while, national leaders of eriucation 
and labor gave their attention to the 
limhlem of aiiprcntieeship ami their 
efforts culminated in the eatablish- 
numt of the Apprentice Training Sei*- 
vieo of the Federal Department of 
Labor which, through auxiliary slate 
apprenticeship bureaus, fo.Ht.ered the 
establishment of formal Indenture- 
ah ip programs for apprentices and a 
system of compulsory attendance of 
apprentices at classes of Inst met ion 
held during working hours with no 
loss of time for the apprentices in 
attendance.

J. Bcott Milne, tnleruatiimal Repre- 
sentative L, B. Morrell and top ofll- 
cials of the SX.E. Company, includ- 
ing Mr. W. C. Mullendore, president. 

Brother Milne and I presented the 
proposal to our membership in six 
special meetings on Saturday and 
Sunday, May 1) and Ifl, covering the 
entire 10 counties. The memhers 
voted acceptance by eight to five a ml 
started r<?turning to their jobs on May 
1 2th. A total of about 300 people 
have quit the company during the 
strike period. Every employe par- 
ticipating in the strike was put back 
on the job. 

Negotiations were resumed immedi- 
ately and our permanent contract

All of us in Local 47 hope that we 
may Have years of labor management 
cooperation on this property as it is 
only through this method that both 
the company and the union may work 
and live together.

Journeyman's Wage 
Revised to $3.15 

I.. l', 58, DKTISOIT. MICH.— The 

membership of our h>cal union con- 
curred with the recommendation of 
our labor management committee to 
accept changes in OUr present wage 
structure effect ive July 1, 1953. 

The hourly \vage rate for construc- 
tion jouineymen ami apprentices has 
been increased $.10 tier hour. The 
revised Journeyman's houily rate is 
$3.15 per hour. 

The coiitrilmtinn lo the vacation 
with pay and paid ludiday.s fund has 
been incmised from four to si.x per 
cent of the hourly wage rate. It is 
anticipated at this time that this in- 
crease will lower the number of \vo i k- 
ing hours per year required by each 
member to qualify for full vacation 
with pay (one week per year) and 
paid holidays (six days per year) 
benefits. 

The contribution to the insurance 
fund has been raised from $.05 per 
hour to $.07 per hour. This added 
increment figures to expand the pres- 
ent insurance benefits of each mem- 
ber. In the past, only the member 
received hospitalization insurance. 
The anticipated change will make it 
possible to insure the member's fam- 
ily. 

Six percent of $3.15 is 18.9 cents. 
The old contribution of four percent 
of $3,05 "was 12.2 cents. This shows 
an increase nf 6.7 cents per hour for 
the vacation with pay and paid holi- 
day fund. Considering the increase 


of JO cents per hour in the i^ay cheek, 
and the two cents per hour conli'ihu- 
tion for the insurance fund, the total 
increase [u-r hour in wages ami fringe 
benefits adds up to IS. 7 cents,

Building Boom 
Reported from Virginia 

L, Ih 80, NORFOLK* VA,— The work 
situation in this area of f'idewater, 
Virginia has suddenly increased to a 


degree that can virtually be termed 
a building boom. The fi-eeze on mnjm 
military constmetinn earlier this year, 
which was ordered primarily to deter- 
mine whether some projects could be 
dispensed \vith in the interest of econ- 
omy, is to a great extent the real rea- 
Bon for putting the construction in- 
dustry into this abnormally high 
gear. As most all navy contracts 
must be awarded by June 30 (end of 
fiscal yean no less than 87 jobs have 
recently been posted at the Builders 
and Contractors Exchange, with more 
on the way and which may eventually 
reach the numtuical height of ap- 
proximately eight figures. 

Ami also, according to Carl C. 
Houghton, Jr*, president of the Ports- 
mouth, Virginia Chamber of Com- 
ine rce, chances seem highly favorable 
for this area getting the construct itm 
of the Esso Standard OH Company’s 
huge plant on Craney Island (adja- 
cent to Portsmouth), some time in 
the near future. However, this is not 
as yet a certainty. 

Local 80 ha.s succeeded in organis- 
ing the local Mimts-TV and RCA TV 
unitH of this area which, in itself, can 
he considered u noteworthy achieve- 
ment on labor’s behulf.

Our strike endtHt last Friday, June 
2fith, after a special milling of I he 
membei^hip was called for the pur- 
IKjse of ratifying the agreement 
which was drawn up following two 
and one-half flays of strenuous nego- 
tiating with the contractoia. .\!el 
Harris, our Internatioiml Uepresent- 
ative, came into ilie thick of ihe argu- 
ments on Monday* June 22nd. It was 
not until Wcnlnesday afternoon that 
the committee arrivetl at a contract 
that gave us a substantial gain. To 
have pressed for further gains would 
have crentefl a serious breach that 
would have flnne great harm to both 


lalHU* and contractor alike* By sheer 
ingenuity, Mel Harris proved to be 
a shrewd aiul masterful labor meejia' 
tor, showing great Intellectual ca- 
pacity for dc?tail. From behind the 
scenes was our own InimitaUle Inler- 
mitional Vice T resident, Michafd J, 
Boyle (Mike), who, though being 
many miles from our city, did not for 
one mtmient ndiix his elforts in trying 
to find the proper solution to our

Passed in Oregon

our State Legislatuie adjourned sine 
the in May, it left a new law on the 
.statute hook,s which will he most m- 
etrictive to imion labor — another link 
in the chain hcdiig forged by som(‘ 
groups to attempt the throttling of 
unionism. Although the bill was vig- 
orously opposed by labor and by many 
employers and by the i'ortland 
Lalmr-Management Committee, none- 
theless it was forced through the leg- 
islature with the spearhead drive of 
a few special interest groups. It is 
maintained that the law is miconstitu- 
tiimal and labor is laying plans lo 
institute court proceedings to test it^; 
constitutionality Immediateiy after 
the law become.*; effective. 

There was one item, however, for 
which we can compliment and thank 
the legislature for its action, i.e., they 
voted down the so called "Millionniro 
.Amendment" to the U. S. Constitu- 
tion. 

Mentionuig the Portland Labor- 
Management Committee brings to 
mind the fact that our Business Man^ 
ager Loyd Vinson, was recently elect- 
ed seci-etary of this notable group of 
rcpresGntati\'es from both labor and 
management who have been so suc- 
cessful in maintaining industrial 
peace in this area for the past num- 
ber of year,s.

June 25th, in one of the hottest con- 
tested election camiiaigns in Local 
fiiU's past history, the memljcrship, 
spHUing into three I'tolitical groups — 
Bed, White and Blue — saw the Red 
party win eight out of the 14 elective 
offices. 

i'oHticaily, the election was the 
greatest local union upset in many 
years. With 39 candidates for offices 
among the three parties, the “Rcfis’* 
(Note: We don’t mean subversive) 
entei'ing 13 in the held, jubilantly 
saw eight of their iioHtieal “liorses’’ 
take first place in the race. The all- 
important position of business man- 
ager went to their leader* Brother 
John West, nosing out Brother Thom- 


as Johnson, the incumbent, by 44 
votes, We,st has served the hical for 
many years; first, as recording sec- 
retary and for the last four years as 
financial secretary. 

Brother Johnson heading the 
“White” gioufj, guided five out of 
14 of his party members to victory, 
although losing out himself to West. 
Running indcpcmlcntly without any 
campaign manager, the “Blues” failed 
to name canilidates to five of the most 
important posts in the .Administra- 
tion race, choosing to cast their ballot 
for candidates of their individual se- 
lection running on either the “Red” 
or “White” tickets. Although they 
had 12 candidates in the field, most 
of whom sought office on the Ex ecu* 
tive Board, only one. Brother E<iward 
MacCornmek, an incumbent, placed.

I hope the mem tiers of the Brother- 
hood will derive some iileasure from 
liearin^f from an infant in the field 
of orjjanisicd labor. 

Our factory started o]ieratioii about 
six years witli a crew of from 
four to six men, producing motors on 
a very small scale, taking’ sometimes 
as long as a month for an order of 
50 motors. 

Now six years and three unions 
later we operate with a force of 220 
l>eo|ile, the majority of whom are wo- 
men, jirodueing 800 motors a day. 

Four fellows who began with the 
company are still with us, namely, 
Edwin Conklin, Howard Duffy, Rob- 
ert Cox, and Fhil Saunders, 

However, there has been a gieat 
turnover in lalior here but we hope 
to overcome that with improved 
working conditions, a substantial liv- 
ing wage and organiKcrl labor. 

We have had many difficulties in 
getting our people organized. At the 
time we voted in our first union even 
the word 'hinion** '‘Vas unpopular in 
this vicinity and it vvas hard for some 
of those who were not familiar with 
unionism to realize the benefit and 
protection they were without, to say 
nothing of the fellowship and har- 
mony that a well organized union may 
bring to those workers who are will-

And it looks 
very promising. Each time we reach- 
ed a new high in production the man- 
agtrment has showm its appreciation 
for the extra effort by treating the 
workers. The last time it was a five- 
dollar bonus. 

You might even say our work is 
seasonal. During the winter we make 
mostly motors for po’ft'er tools and 
when spring comes, a change over' to 
oil burners and rubber mounts. 

Now that we are better organized 
I can .<jafely say that we all have the 
job security that we have been seek- 
ing in the past few years. Much has 
been added to that security in the 
fact that the company is carrying on 
a new housing project for their’ 
workers. Houses that the owners 
may l>e proud to live in and own. 

So much for labor. We have had 
a wonderful spring and the summer 
will he much too short. Too soon we 
will be planning for our next holi- 
day \vhich will be in September, 

We hope to greet you again next 
month.

The Wagner Relation Act which 
was jmssed in lua4| gave labor the 
right to organize, right to assembly 
and riglit to bargain collectively. 

Former Senator Norris and former 
Mayor l.aBuanlia of Now York City 
foresaw the great. i>art labor was 
playing in the development of the 
country. They got together and com- 
posed the Noi ris-I.aGiiardia Act 
which removed all Federal injunctions 
against organized labor when their 
rights wet-e in dispute. These fair 
labor acts brought us out fix>m hiding 
as hoodlums and barbarians and 
lifted us up as recognized trade 
mechanics fitting to American prin- 
ciples. 

These acts being at one time 
theox'ies in the minds of certain men 
have now become a rcaUty, a reality 
in the sense that they have combined 


the element of human thought with 
the element of human effort, result- 
ing in a uniform standard of higher 
living for the gocKl and benefit of God, 
country and the imiiiovcment of 
their trades. 

The freedom which has been 
granted to organized labor in the 
past years by recent legislation has 
improved the country to such an ex- 
tent ttvat businesses of all types have 
had to shift into high gear in order 
to keep stfe]). 

The members of the organized la- 
bor groups ai'e the heroes that have 
produced efficiency in the trades, 
lielped to develop the higher stand- 
ards of living in this country during 
the times of peace anrl have helped 
to man the armies in the defense of 
this same country during the times 
of war and they arc the Bamo who 
have been ready, able and willing to 
pay more taxe,s when called upon by 
their country. Those few simple 
people who failed to understand the 
value and benefit of organized laboi- 
still believe that there is a taint of 
socialism and subversiveness in the 
ranks of organized labor. They are 
100 percent wrong as the spirit that 
governs lalmr unions is the same 
spirit that keeps our country free 
from all contamination hy commu- 
nistic principles and it has resulted 
in a higher meaning to the union 
label which is the trademark of or- 
ganized labor. It is a symbol of re- 
spect, it is the sign of efficiency and 
it ia a guide post for freedom.
